fantry, convicted of desertion and murder, 
the prisoner was ehofc on Johnson's Island, 
at two o'clock Friday afternoon.

aiou : 


STATEMENT OF T1IE 1'KISONKll, 


I WBS born In Berks county, Pennsylva- 


nia, where I lived until over twenty one 
years of age. I then married and removed 
to Clinton county, Indiana. In December, 
18G1, 
1 enlisted with Uapt. Schirmnerhorn, 


in what waa expected to be a cavalry com- 
ptvny. Tho cuvalry regiment was never 
raised. I waa made to believe by an officer 
tlmt my enlinimuut held me to go into the 
infantry service. 
I thought, rnther than 


be forced, I would enlist voluntarily. I 
put down my name to go in Co. K, 60th 
regiment Indiana infantry. After I found 
out tho deception practiced on mo, I was 
unwilling to go with my cap'ain, who, I 
bought, deceived mo, and bad BOHIO hard 
eelings against him about it. I yielded, 
lowuver, mid went with tho corn puny; and 
I take plea-juro in saying that the captain 
aforeamd always used me well. By some 
negloct, I was never sworn into tho service, 
however, though my colonel gave orders to 
have me mustered and sworn in. 1 stayed 
with my company uud regiment until tho 
twenty tilth of November, 18G2, when we 
pot a furlough to go home—the regiment 
having been captured at Crano river, Ken- 
tucky, and paroled as prisoners of war. 
\Ve were Bent to Indianapolis to bo ox- 
changed and draw arms again. All the 
men of the regiment got furloughs for a 
few days to go home and visit their friends. 
I went home and stayed out my time, and 
then started to go to my regiment. I went 
as far ai L&fayoitt)—my wife and her ais- 
ter going with me aa far HB Dayton, Indi- 
ana. I took sick at Lafayette, und stayud 
there about five days. My lather-in law 
took mo homo to his house to stay till I 
got well. After 1 had been there about 
two woeks I was advised by various persons 
not to go back to the army. They said 
this was only an " abolition war," and ad- 
visud me to Biay at homo and they would 
protect me. I WIVH induced to go to a meet- 
ing of the so-called Knighta ot thti Golden 
Circle, and was made a member of that or- 
ganization, Tho obligations of the ou}er 
bound ua to do &11 we could against the 
war—to resist a draft, if one should be 
made, and likewise to resist and oppose all 
confiscation or emancipation measures, iu 
every possible way. We were sworn to 
stand by each other in all meaaurca of re- 
sistance. Wo were pledged to do all we

He then said: " You are all a set of d—d 
Copperheads, aud if we get him, this will 
be the Inat time for him." The other man 
asked my brother for a candle to search 
the house. The other man said: "Ask no 
favors of these d—d Copperheads. If we 
get him we will shoot him." 


When ho aaid this I became alarmed for 


my life, und cocked my pistol and stepped 
to the door nt the head of the stairs, as 
Huffman was about to come up, with a can- 
dle in his hand. I told him to step back 
and I would como down, but if he made 
another step up stairs I would shoot him. 
Ho changed the light from one hand to the 
other, and made aa if to draw a pistol from 
his pocket or belt. I then fired upon him, 
and ho fell back exclaiming : " Oh, God I 
I'm killed." Ho was carried out, and I 
never saw him after he full. 


I was led by evil counsels, nnd my cou- 


noction with a secret traitorous organiza- 
tion, to sl.iy away from my post of duty in 
tho army. I nm truly sorry that I acted 
thus, or that I fora moment listened to 
these evil counsels. I am aorry that I over 
lifted my Imnd npainst the life of my fel- 
low-man. I think the man who came to 
arreat me did not act right, but I do not 
excuse rayfaulf for my wrong-doing on that 
account. 


I would affectionately and earnestly urge 


all m the service of their country, not do as 
I havo douo; but to bo faithful to their ob- 
ligations as iioldiers—avoiding all disloyal 
counsels and obligations. 


Several years ago I embraced religion, 


and united with the German Methodist 
Church. I have not been faithful to my 
Christian duties. I have become very guil- 
ty, and confess my sins against God, my 
country, and my fellow man. I have sought 
mercy at tho hand of God. I die trusting 
in tho Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. I 
believe God is r/racioas, and therefore'en- 
joy peace in this aad and solemn hour. 


I bear no malice to my enemies or accu- 


sen. I hope my death may do good as H 
warning to others. Commending my dear 
wife—with our four children—to the kind 
keeping of a merciful Providence, I take 
my leave of this world, hoping to meet them 
in a world whore sorrow and death will 
never come.

BXECUTIOJS OF KKTJBKW STOUT. 


Startling Kevelatlont ot tUc 
Con- 
demned. 


In obedience.to the order of Major Gen- 


eral Burnside, appointing tho 3d of Octo- 
ber for the execution of private Reuben 
Stout, Co. K, 60th Indiana volunteer in 
fantry, convicted of desertion and murder, 
the prisoner was ebok on Johnson's Island, 
at two o'clock Friday afternoon. 


Previous to the execution, the .prisoner 


made the following very important confes- 
sion : 


STATEMENT OF THE PRISONER.. 


I was born in Berks county, Pennsylva- 


nia, where I lived until over twenty-one 
years of age. I then married and removed 
to Clinton county, Indiana. • In December, 
1861, I enlisted with Capt. Schimmerhorn, 
in what was expected to be a cavalry com- 
pnny. The cavalry regiment was never 
raised. I waa made to believe by an officer 
that my enlistment held me to go into the 
infantry service. I thought, rather than 
be forced, I would enlist voluntarily. I 
put down my name to go in Co. K, 60th 
regiment Indiana infantry. After I found 
out the deception practiced on me,'I was 
unwilling to go with my captain, • who, I 
thought, deceived me, and had some hard 
feelings against him ubout it. I yielded, 
however, and went with the company; and 
I take pleasure ic saying that the captain 
aforesaid always used me well. 
By some 


neglact, I was never sworn into the service, 
however, though my colonel gave orders to 
bave me mustered aod sworn in. I stayed 
with my company and regiment until ihe 
twenty-fitth of November, 1862,- when we 
got a furlough to go home'—the regiment 
having been captured at Crane river, Ken 
lucky, and parolsd r,s prisoners of war 
We were sent to Indianapolis to be ox 
changed and draw arms again. 
All thi 


men of the regiment got furloughs for i 
few days to go home and visit their friends 
I went home and stayed out my time, anc 
then started to go to my regiment. I wen 
as ;far as Lafayette—ray wife and her sis- 
ter going with me as far as Dayton, ladi 
ana. 
I took sick at Lafayette, and st-ayec 


there about five days. My father-in-lnw 
took me home to his house to stay till ] 
got well. After I had been there abou 
two weeks I was advised by various persons 
not to go back to the army. They saic 
this was only an "abolition war," and ad 
vised me to stay at home and they woulc 
protect me. I was induced to go to 'a meet- 
ing of the eo-called'Kaights of the Golden 
Circle, and was made a member of that or- 
ganization, The obligations of the order 
bound us to do all we could against the 
war—to resist a draft, if one should be 
made, and likewise to resist and oppose al 
confiscation or emancipation measareg, in 
every possible way. We were sworn to 
stand by each other in all measures of re- 
sistance. We were pledged to do all we 
could to prevent another man.or dollar go- 
ing from the state for ths further prosecu- 
tion of the war. I met with this secret 
meeting several times, and entered into 
their views and plans. 
. 


I stayed about four months with my fa- 


ther in-law, and then went'to see my broth- 
er, near Delphi, Indiana... On; the,.second 
evening after my arrival there, Solomon 
Huffman and a man named McAfee, came 
to -my brother's .house. ' I was up stairs; 
about to go to bed. My brother and fami- 
ly, and my wife, were down stairs. One of 
the men asked if Simon Stout was there. 
My brother said no such man was there. 
He asked him if his brother's wife was not 
there. My brother'answered she waa. He 
asked, my wife if her husband'was in the 
house. She answered no. He asked my 
brother something^ to which he replied that 
my wife had' not nnderetood- his question. 
He then said: " You are all a set of d—d 
Copperhead's, and if we get' him,'.this:will 
be tho last time for him." • The other man 
asked my brother' for a candle to search 
he house. The other man said • "Ask no 
favors of these d—'d Copperheads. 'If we 
get him we will shoot him." 


When he said this I became alarmed for 


my life, and cocked my pistol and stepped 
to the door at the head, of the siairs. ae 
Huffman was about to come up, with a can- 
dle in his hand. I told him to step'back 
and I would come 'down, bnt if he made 
another step up stairs I would shoot him. 
He changed the light from one hand to the 
other, and made as if to draw a pistol from 
iis pocket or belt." I then fired upon him, 
and he fell back exclaiming: " Oh, God I 
I'm killed." 'He was "carried out, and I 
never saw him after he fell. " 
; :' 


I waa led by evil counsels, and my.-eon- 


nection with a secret traitorous organiza- 
,ion, to stay away from my' post of 'duty in 
tho army. I am truly sorry that I. acted 
thus, or that I for a moment listened1 to 
;hese evil counsels. I am sorry that I ever 
ifted my hnnd against the life of my fel- 
ow-raan. I think • the :inan who came to1 
arrest me did not act right, but I do not 
excuse myself for my wrong-doing :on that 
account.

The Old Bull HUB Battle Field-Uellos 
of the Pact. 


Corrwponilence of th« PhlladelphU Inquirer. 
On Monday night I rested with apart of 


the army that pitched their tents tor the 
night on the ttection of the old Bull Run 
battle field adjacent to the Warrenton pike, 
and here alone I gathered material enough 
to iorm the subject of a loqg letter had I 
time, or you the apace to admit of it. A 
poet might here find in the suggestive rel- 
ics of the deadly strife the theme of nn ep 
ic j or a painter might illustrate on canvas 
the horrors of war from the mementoes 
here left of its ruthless work. 


Bullets are picked up and exhibited by 


the handful, and soldiers who participated 
in the fray arc comparing at the same time 
their gathered mementoes and their per- 
sonal recollection of the bloody field. In 
the long, luxuriant grass one strikes his 
foot against skulls and bones, mingled with 
the deadly missiles ihnt Drought them to 
the earth. Hollow skulls lie contiguous to 
hemispheres of exploded sheila. Too shal- 
low grares rise here and thero above the 
grass, sometimes in rows, sometimes alone, 
or scattered at irregular intervals. 


Through the thin layer of soil that hides 


the nameless hero who gave his life for his 
country, one sees the protruding ribs 
whence the rain has washed their covering, 
a foot or an arm reaching out bcjond its 
eanhen bed f and once 1 saw one of these 
long sleepers covered snugly up to th.o chin, 
but with the entire face exposed and turn- 
ed up lo the passer by; one could imagine 
him a soldier lying on the field wrapped up 
in his blanket, but that the blankut wua of 
clay and the face was fleahleaa and eyeleas. 


In one case a foot protruded, with the 


flesh still partially preserved; in another 
an entire skeleton lay exposed upon the 
surface, without any covering whatever. 
The tattera of what had been hi? uniform 
showed that he had been a cavalryman. 
The flesh was, of course, decomposed; but 
the tanned and shriveled skin still incased 
the bony framework of the body, and even 
the finger nails were iu their places. Tho 
ligaments that fasten the joints must have 
been preserved, for he was lifted by the 
belt which was still around the waist, and 
not a bone fell out of its place. 


When found he lay in the attitude of calm 


repose, like one who had fallen asleep from 
weariness. This was in the camp of the 
ninth Ma^sachuseets regiment. He was 
buried, as were many more that night, win 
had waited along fourteen months for their 
funeral rites. In fact the different pioneer 
corps were engaged for somo time in pay 
ing this last tribute to the gallant drpd 
whose fragmentary remains were scattered 
round our camps.

It may even have 
happened that men pitched their tents over 
the grave of a lost comrade, and again un 
wittingly rested under the same shelter with 
one who had often before shared their couch 
on the tented field.

from his prolonged absence.

The Old Bull Run Battle Field—Hello* 
of trie Pint.

On Monday night I rested with apart of. 


the army that pitched their tents lor tbe 
night on the section of the old Bull Run 
battle field adjacent to the Warrenton pike, 
and here alone I gathered material enough 
to form the subject of a long letter had I 
time,.or you the space to admit, o! it. A 
poet might here find in tha anggestive rel- 
ics of the deadly strife the theme of an ep- 
ic; or a painter might illustrate on canvas 
the horrors pf war from the mementoes 
here left of its ruthless work. 


Bullets are picked up and exhibited by 


the handful, and soldiers who participated 
in the fray are comparing at the same time 
their gathered mementoes and their per- 
sonal recollection of the bloody field. In 
the long, luxuriant grass .one strikes his 
foot against skulls and bones, mingled with 
the deadly missiles that Drought them to 
the earth. Hollow skulls lie contiguous to 
hemispheres of exploded shells. Tne shal- 
low graves rise here and there abovo the 
grass, sometimes in rows, sometimes alone, 
or scattered at irregular intervals. • 


Through the thin layer of soil that hides 


the nameless hero who gave his life for his 
country, one sees the protruding ribs 
whence the rain has. washed their covering, 
a foot or an arm reaching out beyond its 
earthen bed ; and once 1 saw one of these 
long sleepers coveredsnngly up t:o th,e cbiu, 
bpt with the entire face exposed and turn- 
ed up to the pas_ser by; one could imagine 
him a soldier lying on the field wrapped up 
in his blanket, but that the blanket was of 
clay and the face was fjeshlesa and eyeless. 


In one case a foot protruded, with the 


flesh still partially preserved; in another 
an entire skeleton lay exposed upon the 
surface, without any covering whatever. 
.The tatters of what bad been his .uniform 
showed that he had been a cavalryman. 
The flesh was, of course, decomposed; but 
the tanned and shriveled skin still incased 
the bony framework of the body, and even 
the finger nails were in their places. The 
ligaments that fasten the joints must have 
been preserved, for he was lifted by the 
belt which was etill around the waist, and 
not a bone fell out of its place. 


' When found he lay in the attitude of calm 


repose, like one' who had fallen asleep from 
"weariness. This'was in the camp of the 
ninth Majsachnseeta regiment. He was 
buried, as wore many more that night, who 
had waited a long fourteen months for their 
funeral rites. In fact the different pioneer 
corps were engaged for some time in pay- 
ing this last, .tribute to' the gallant dead, 
whose fragmentary remains were scattered 
round our camps. .
